„With the substance of the Treaties, as far 
as they relate to (he places to be ceded in 
perpeluity and those to be occupied for 4 
limited tiwe, to the amount of the indemuity 
to be paid by ‚Francc, and to the sum to be 
applied for the maintenance of the Forcign 
troops which are te occopy France, our 
readers are already ‘acquainted,—700 millions 
to he the evount of the Indemnity, to be paid 
in five years, at the rate of 140 millions a year.j 
130 millions, Besides, a ‘year for the maintene:. 
ance of the (roups, which arc to amount to 
150,000 men, under the orders of the Duke of. 
Wallington. Great Britain, Russian, Prussia, 
and Austria te furnish 80,000 each, Bavaria 
HO,000 ; and Denmark, Suxouy, Hanover, 
and Wirtemberg, 5000 cach. ‘This is the 
substance’ of two of the Conventions, the 
second and third; the first is the Treaty of 
Peace. 'Fhe fourth C onventien, we understand, 
stipulates and zes the payment of the sums due 
to this country for prisoners of war, and the 
demands of British ereditors. The satisfactiog 
of these demauds will, probably, not take 
plage till after the’ piyment of the Indeonitg 
tu the Allies, and she sums necessary for the 
maintenance of the troups.
